And  so  from 
their  timidity  and  hesitation  the  war  drags  on,  with¬ 
out  hope  of  a  speedy  and  successful  termination. 

Louis  Napoleon,  however,  shows  no  sign  of  yield¬ 
ing  to  pacific  counsels.  The  Secretary  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  who  was  considered  the  ablest  man  in  the 
government,  has  resigned,  because  he  could  not 
prevail  upon  his  master  to  listen  to  terms.  This 
modem  Cmsar  will  have  no  vacillating  spirits  about 
him.  In  place  of  Drouyn  de  L’Huys,  Count  Wa- 
lewskl,  the  late  ambassador  at  the  Court  of  London, 
has  been  appointed  to  this  important  post.  Walew- 
ski  is  a  natural  son  of  the  great  Napoleon.  His 
mother  was  a  Polish  lady  of  high  rank  and  extra¬ 
ordinary  beauty.  This  appointment  is  thongbt  in 
some  quarters  to  Indicate  a  design  on  the  part  of 
Louis  Napoleon  to  re  establish  Poland.  The  Rus¬ 
sians  themselves  acknowledge  that  great  uneasiness 
exists  in  that  conquered  kingdom,  and  if  an  expe¬ 
dition  were  to  invade  that  territory,  it  would  imme¬ 
diately  become  the  theatre  of  a  tremendous 
struggle.

A  Londou  paper  reports  that  a  fine  American 
frigate-built  ship  recently  arrived  at  a  port  in  the 
Baltic.  It  was  stated  that  the  vessel  had  on  hoard 
800  bales  of  cotton,  but  in  addition  to  the  above, 
she  had  fifty  thousand  rifles  and  five  thousand  re¬ 
volvers.  The  Russians  laugh  at  our  cruisers,  and 
naturally  ask,  if  John  Bull  has  been  asleep  to  have 
allowed  so  valuable  a  cargo  to  have  escaped.  The 
Messrs.  C — ,  merchants  of  Boston,  were  passengers, 
and  it  is  supposed,  acted  as  supercargoes.  We  have

The 
Court  sentenced  the  pri.soner  to  die  the  death  of  a 
parricide.  Pianori  retired  with  the  gendarmes  with¬ 
out  betraying  the  slightest  trepidation. 

In  former  times  a  parricide  had  his  hand  cut  o(T 
from  the  wrist  previous  to  execution.  Tho  13th 
article  of  the  penal  code  specifies  that  “  tho  parri¬ 
cide  be  led  to  the  place  of  execution  iu  a  shirt,  bare¬ 
foot,  and  his  head  covered  with  a  black  veil ;  that 
he  shall  be  exposed  on  the  scaffold  whilst  a  public 
officer  reads  to  the  peo|)le  tho  sentence  of  condem¬ 
nation,  and  that  be  shall  be  immediately  put  to ! 
death.”  It  is  thought  the  Emperor  will  commute  his 
punishment,  and  that  Pianori  will  perhai.s  bo  sent 
to  Guiana.  This,  however,  is  mere  rumor. 

Tho  police  say  they  have  discovered  a  vast  plot, 
with  ramifications  tbroughont  Earopo,  to  promote 
insurrection ;  and  hence  Pianori’s  execution  will  be 
postponed  to  trace  his  connection  therewith.  On  the 
day  the  attempt  was  made,  it  was  freely  stated  in 
various  cities  of  Italy,  Spain,  and  Germany,  tha( 
Napoleon  was  dead,  and  Paris  in  insurrection. 

Austria. 

The  grain-growing  districts  on  the  banks  of  the 
River  Theiss,  covering  twelve  hundred  square  miles, 
have  been  inundated  in  consequence  of  a  rise  in  the 
river,  and  the  crops  are  most  probably  destroyed. 

Symptoms  increase  that  the  Austrian  and  Pins- 
sian  Cabinets  are  attempting  to  effect  a  general  ac¬ 
cord  among  the  German  States.  Editors  of  semi¬ 
official  journals  have  been  invited  to  favor  the 
movomeiit. 

It  is  said  that  Austria  is  ou  the  point  of  declaring 
her  complete  nentrality,  as  well  as  that  of  the  whole 
of  Germany. 

.  A  Russian  note  in  the  form  of  a  circular  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  German  States,  says :  That  the  Czar, 
relying  ou  the  continuance  of  the  policy  hitherto 
pursued  by  them,  will  adhere  to  the  solution  given 
at  the  Conferences  to  tho  two  first  points  ef  the 
guaranty. 

Tho  Vienna  correspondent  of  the  Loudon  Times 
remarks  that  as  long  as  no  revoiutionaiy  elements 
are  brought  into  action,  Austria  will  leave  Rus^ia  to 
get  out  of  her  difficulties  as  she  best  can,  but  if  Eng¬ 
land  and  France  should  resolve  to  form  a  corps  of 
refugees  aud  employ  them  on  or  near  her  frontiers, 
the  holy  alliance  would  aB.<nredly  again  bo  formed 
Spaia. 

In  the  Cortes,  cn  the  2Dd,  M.  Avecilla  tcok  oc¬ 
casion  to  declare,  in  the  name  of  the  Democratic 
party,  that  U.  had  never  entered  into  any  negoii- 
aUatlon  with  Mr.  Soule  for  tho  sale  of  the  Island  of 
Cuba. 

Mr.  Perry,  Secretary  of  tho  American  Legation, 
baa  formally  announced  that  his  government  accepts 
the  arrang«as«nt  proposed  by  the  Spairsh  Cobinet 
in  the  afikir  of  the  Black  W  arrior.  His  note  on  the 
subject^  expresses,  in  the  name  of  the  President  of 
the  United  8tatea,the  most  friendly  sentiments,  and 
the  hope  that  the  conclusion  of  the  affair,  will  draw 
closCT  the  relaUon.  between  the  two  countries. 

e  ueen  has  signed  the  bill  respecting  ecclesi- 
^cal  Pro^rty  th  many  tears,  says  the  I 

Ministers  that  she 
b^u«  they  her  advisers,  as-ured  her  the 
bill  was  for  the  weltkre  of  Spain,  but  that  she  was 
acting  against  her  ,  conscience.  The  Ministers  en¬ 
deavored  to  comfort  her  Majesty  by  remlndina  her 
that  She  was  a  constitutional  sovereign,  and  that 
they  alone  were  re-ponsible.  She  appeared  more 
cheerful  after  Ilstouing  to  these  observations, 
ftapics. 

Everything  in  Naples  is  for  tho  present  extin¬ 
guished  by  one  great  fact — the  eruption  of  Vesuri  os. 
King,  Mloisters,  and  policemen,  in  their  several 
spheres,  are  all  scorched  and  shrivel -d  up  into 
nothingness. 

The  eruption  commenced  on  the  1st  of  May,  when 
nothing  was  to  be  seen  but  clouds,  smoke,  and  fire. 
The  soene  it  said  to  have  been  rendered  still  grander 
by  an  eclipse  of  the  moon,  which  took  place  about 
two  and  a  half  hours  after  midnight. 

flehaatapal. 

A  oorrespondenoe  from  the  camp,  April  27,  ex 
plains  the  difficulties  of  the  siege,  but  states  coufi 
deutially  that  the  Allies  advance  over  the  ground 
bit  by  bit,  and  that  while  the  wmks  so  advance  there 
can  be  no  doubt  of  ultimate  success,  provided  the 
Kassfatos  in  the  field  are  unable  to  force  the  Ail  es 
to  laiee  the  siege.  Gen.  Canrobert  has  announced 
that  wbao  reinforcements  arrive,  be  will  enlarge  the 


circle  of  his  operations,  implying  that  ho  will  attack 
the  Russian  field  positions.  On  the  28th  of  April, 
Canrobert  writes  to  the  Emperor  that  the  English 
army  has  recovered  its  health  and  efficiency,  and  is 
on  cordial  terms  with  tho  French. 

The  latest  official  advices  from  Sebastopol  are  to 
May  10.  On  that  day,  in  the  morning,  the  Rus¬ 
sians  made  a  sortie  with  a  large  body  of  troops  on 
the  Allies’  right  advance  trench,  but  were  driven 
back  immediately,  and  a  second  and  similar  attempt 
shared  tho  same  fate.  Nothing  could  be  better  than 
the  conduct  of  the  troops  who  took  part  in  tho  afiair. 
The  loss  of  the  enemy  was  serious. 

Gen.  Marmora  has  arrived  with  4,000  Sardinian 
troops. 

Procrastination  and  jealousies  are  damaging  the 
proposed  schemes  of  a  Turkish  contingent,  com¬ 
manded  by  English  officers  of  the  Indian  army. 

Redschid  Pacha  had  been  superseded  as  Grand 
Vizer,  by  Mahomet  Pacha. 

ONE  WEEK  LATER.  | 

The  steamship  Pacific  arrived  yesterday  morn¬ 
ing.  The  neivs,  though  not  of  decisive  importance, 
is  of  varied  interest.  The  siege  of  Sebastopol  pro- 
oresscs  very  slowly  indeed,  and  as  the  telegraph  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  government  exclusively,  it 
is  difficult  to  learn  whether  the  besiegers  or  be¬ 
sieged  gain  most  advantage. 

Symptoms  have  transpired  of  extended  operations 
being  about  to  commence  on  the  part  of  the  allies. 
A  force  of  15,000  Turks,  French  and  English,  hasti¬ 
ly  embarked  on  board  all  the  available  ships  near 
Sdbastopol,  and  stood  away  in  tho  direction  of  the 
Sea  of  Azoff.  In  a  day  or  two  they  returned  and 
hastily  disembarked,  Omar  Pacha  and  his  Turks 
making  all  speed  to  ensconce  themselves  again  in 
Eupatoria. 

We  are  indebted  to  Russian  sources  for  all  the 
information  we  possess  as  to  this  extraordinary 
movement;  but  there  seems  no  reason  to  boubt 
the  truth  of  the  statement. 

A  new  imperial  manifesto  has  been  issued  at  St 
Petersburg,  in  which  the  Czar  orders  another  levy 
of  twelve  men  per  thousand  throughout  the  seven¬ 
teen  Western  provinces,  and  to  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  July.  * 

General  Canrobert  has  reviewed  the  entire  French 
army,  and  assured  them  he  would  soon  enter  either 
by  the  door  or  window.  Later  accounts  state  that 
General  Canrobert  has  resigned,  and  has  been  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  General  Pelissier. 

Negotiations  between  Austria  and  the  Western 
Powers  remain  where  they  were;  but  between 
Austria  and  Prussia  relations  are  becoming  more 
intimate,  and  have  for  object  to  preserve  strict  neu¬ 
trality. 

Count  Coronini,  Austrian  commander-in-chief,  has 
proclaimed  martial  law  in  the  Principalities. 

Constantinople  letters  of  the  10th  say  that  the 
capitation  tax  on  Christians  Is  fiLally  abolished. 
Christians  are  liable  to  military  service,  but  will 
form  separate  corps. 

The  first  Sardinian  division  went  straight  to  the 
Crimea. 

Tho  clipper  ship  Great  Republic  has  arrived  at 
Marseilles  to  embark  troops. 

Rumors  of  dissension  in  the  British  Cabinet  gain 
ground.  Lord  John  Russell  is  said  to  be  the  im¬ 
practicable  subject. 

In  England  many  incidents  tend  to  mark  the 
democratic  change  that  is  coming  over  the  nation. 
The  Queen  ha.s  condescended  publicly  to  bestow  me¬ 
dals  ou  private  soldiers  iu  the  streets  of  London. 

In  various  parts  of  the  country  “  administrative 
reform"  meetings  have  been  held,  and. in  the  Houle 
of  Lords  a  debate  ou  Lord  Ellenborongh’s  motidn 
drew  forth  an  extraordinary  amount  of  democratic 
speaking. 

The  Paris  Exposition  has  been  opened;  as  a 
spectacle  the  opening  has  been  a  f.iilure. 

Pjanqrl,  the  would-be  assassin  of  tho  Emperor, 
baa  been  guillotined. 

From  other  parts  of  Europe  there  i.s  nothing  re- 
piarkable,  except  an. eruption  of  Vesuvius.

The' new  postage-law.  gives  general  diseatisfactioo 
in  California.  Its  provisions  arc  locked  upon  as 
oppressive,  and  designedly  so  npon  their  giiizens^ 
Teh  cents  for  a  letter  between  New- York  and  San 
Francisco  is  out  of  all  xwoportion,  and  an  unjust 
burden  upon  them.  It  is  beliovedthat  this  law  will 
not  long  remain  in  force. 

A  writer  from  Sacramento  says  :  “The  Legisla¬ 
ture  during  the  present  session  passed  many  whole¬ 
some  laws,  and  but  few  that  merit  censure.  Most 
of  those  concocted  for  private  cuds  have  been  killed 
by  Governor  Blglcr’svoto.  He  has  advanced  toahigh 
]>oiDt  in  the  estimation  vf.niany  who  have  hitherto 
bccu  his  enemies,  by  hie  uoswerving  opposition  to 
anything  that  would  be  a  draft  on  the  State  Trea¬ 
sury  for  unnecessary  purposes. 

“  A  law  has  been  enacted  that  will  prevent  the 
frequency  if  not  entirely  suppress  tho  barbarous 
practice  of  dueling.  It  requires  any  legislator  on 
taking  the  oath  of  office,  to  swear  he  has  not  been 
engaged  in,  or  aided  a  duel  since  the  passage  of  the 
law.  Requires  the  survivor  in  a  duel  to  pay  all  the 
debts  of  the  other  party,  besides  disqualifying  him 
for  any  place  of  trust  or  profit  in  the  State.  It  is 
coDsideied  a  complete  preventive. 

“  The  railroad  is  graded  from  tho  city  fourteen 
miles;  in  some  portions  it  is  not  fully  completed. 
Tho  sleepers  will  be  laid  during  the  month  of 
May,  and  the  iron  expected  to  arrive  in  June  will 
be  then  placed.  The  cars,  locomotives,  and  fixtures 
entire,  are  shipped,  as  per  bills  of  lading  that  are 
here.

Among  the  passengers  by  the  last  steamer  was 
Capt.  William  Kennist,  who  returns  from  a  survey 
of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atrato  River  for  a  canal  route.  He  reports  a  suc¬ 
cessful  termination  to  the  enterprise. 


Central  Intdligenu. 

The  fleet  clipper  steamship  United  States,  having 
on  board  a  number  of  those  engaged  in  the  famous 
Kinr.oy  expedition,  attempted  to  sail  on  Monday 
afternoon,  but  uas  prevented  by  the  authorities 
This  noted  craft  now  lies  at  the  foot  of  Eighth 
street.  East  River,  completely  blockaded  by  a  fleet 
of  three  government  steamers  and  a  revenue  cutter 
The  Nicaragua  expedition  and  the  government 
are  at  dead  lock,  aud  are  likely  to  remain  so  for 
some  time  to  come. 

The  Carson  League  have  entered  a  complaint 
against  Messrs.  Coleman  &  Stetson  of  the  Aster 
Honse,  which  will  shortly  come  up  in  due  form  be¬ 
fore  the  proper  tribunal. 

In  the  case  of  'Walker,  which  was  decided  last 
week  by  Justice  Meccb,  the  Liquor  Dealers’  Asso 
ciation  have  concluded  to  pay  the  fine,  and  to  with 
draw  the  appeal  which  they  intended  to  take  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas 
Mayor  Wood  had  the  whole  of  the  New-York 
police,  900  strong,  out  in  tho  Park  for  review,  on 
Saturday,  when  they  were  put  through  various 
military  maneuvers  in  the  presence  of  thousands 
of  sj  ectators.  Tho  Mayor  examined  personally 
every  man  in  the  ranks.  He  walktd  along  the 
lines,  noting  tho  equipment  of  every  policeman,  and 
tatieg  the  number  and  ward  of  tho.se  whose  ap¬ 
pearance  either  pleased  or  displeased  him.  This 
ceremony  being  completed,  the  whole  force,  under 
comm-nud  of  the  Chief,  passed  in  review.  They 
marched  aud  countermarched,  executed  flauk  move 
menu,  wheeled,  and  went  through  other  military 
evolutions  In  a  very  creditable  manner.  Tho  review 
being  over,  the  entire  force  was  drawn  up  in  a 
semi-circle,  four  files  deep,  when  the  Mayor  pre¬ 
sented  silver  medals  to  seven  officers  who  have 
specially  distinguished  themselves  sinco  the  period 
that  he  has  been  in  office.  He  afterwards  delivered 
a  speech  to  tho  force,  urging  them  to  a  zealous 
execution  of  their  duty

The  late  outrages  in  Kansas  are  producing  a 
strong  feeling  throughout  the  North.

The  fare  on  the  New-York  Central,  and  the  Erie 
Roads  has  been  reduced  from  S9  to  $6,60,  from 
New-York  to  Buffalo. 

Pro  slavery  men  have  been  elected  in  every  dis¬ 
trict  in  Kansas. 

Col.  James  H.  Lane,  late  member  of  Congress 
from  Indiana,  has  emigrated  to  Kansas  Territory 
with  his  family. 

John  C.  Stevens,  Esq.,  has  resigned  the  post  of 
Commodore  of  tho  New-York  Yacht  Squadron. 

Our  news  from  China  and  Japan  by  the  BaUtc  is 
of  the  most  startling  moment.  The  ratifications  of 
the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Japan 
have  been  exchanged.  One  of  the  largest  cities  in 
J apan  has  been  destroyed  by  an  earthquake,  and 
another,  Jeddo,  the  capital,  was  very  seriously 
injured.  The  town  of  Simoda  also  was  reduced 
almost  to  ruins. 

The  rebels  have  been  driven  from  Canton  and 
Shanghai  with  terrific  .slaughter. 

Lewis  H.  Stone,  whoso  trial  had  been  on  for 
several  days  past  at  Rochester,  was  found  guilty  of 
mail  robbery,  and  sentenced  by  Judge  Hall  to  ten 
years’  imprisonment.  Gates,  his  accomplice,  subse¬ 
quently  plead  guilty.  These  robberies  were  per¬ 
petrated  during  the  months  of  September  and  Oc¬ 
tober  last,  at  Elmira. 

The  Huntsyille  Advocate  says  that  for  tho  second 
time  this  season  many  miles  of  telegraph  wires  in 
Alabama  have  been  tom  down  by  unknown  persons, 
who,  it  is  said,  believe  the  telegraph  is  responsible 
for  and  the  cause  of  the  dry  weather  which  has  pre¬ 
vailed  for  the  past  twelve  months.  This  superstition 
prevails  in  two  of  tho  richest  counties  in  the  State, 
under  the  shadow  of  two  colleges,  and  where  three 
newspapers  are  printed ! 

'  Iu  the  last  two  months,  live  hnndrod  men  have 
been  enlisted  for  the  new  regiments  ordered  by 
Congress.  This  is  independent  of  tho  recruiting  for 
the  general  service,  which  continues  to  progress  at 
tho  rate  of,  perhaps,  four  hundred  and  fifty  men 
per  month.  It  is  aDt!(npate>l  that  in  three  months 
more,  all  the  men  required  for  the  new  regiments  will 
be  obtained. 

Tho  Hon.  William  S.  Uolabird,  of  Winchester, 
Conn.,  died  at  his  residence  in  that  town  on  the 
evening  of  the  22nd  inst.  lie  was  a  prominent 
lawyer  of  Litchfield  County,  was  United  States  At¬ 
torney  for  the  District  of  Connecticut  from  1833  to 
1840,  and  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State  in  1842 
and  ’43. 

Massachusetts  has  adopted  by  a  popular  vote  the 
following  amendments  to  her  Constitution : — first,  a 
plurality  system ;  second,  a  change  in  the  day  of 
the  State  elections  in  Presidential  years ;  third,  eloc- 
tipd  of  Councillors  in  districts  by  the  people ;  fourth, 
the  election  of  Secretary  of  State  and  other  State 
officers  by  tho  people ;  fifth,  against  appropriating 
money  to  sectarian  schools ;  sixth,  election  of 
Sheriffs,  Clerks  of  Courts,  &c.,  by  the  people. 

In  Connecticut  the  following  amendments  to  the 
State  Constitution  have  been  passed  in  the  Senate, 
almost  unanimously.  To  strike  out  the  word  white 
in  tho  qualification  of  electors ;  requiring  all  electors 
to  be  able  to  read ;  that  there  be  one  Capital  in¬ 
stead  of  two.

The  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  convened 
at  Newport  on  Tuesday. 

On  tho  fifth  day  of  June  the  Kno  v-Nothings  are 
to  hold  a  grand  national  council,  or  convention  at 
Philadelphia.  Every  State  in  the  Union,  it  is  sup¬ 
posed,  will  be  there  represented  by  delegates  duly 
appointed  for  the  occasion,  and  this  Convention  will, 
it  is  expected,  present  a  national  platform. 

Josiah  D  Whitney,  jr.  son  of  J.  D.  AVhitney,  Esq. 
of  Northampton,  Ms.  has  been  appointed  by  tho  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Iowa,  as  a  Professor  in  the  new  University, 
recently  established  at  the  capital  of  that  State.  Mr. 
Whitney  is  unquestionably  one  of  tho  most  distin¬ 
guished  Mineralogists  and  Chemists  in  the  country. 
Mr.  W.  since  his  return  from  Germany,  has  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  been  employed  in  making  Geological  sur¬ 
veys  in  the  mineral  regions  of  Lake  Superior.  His 
recent  valuable  work  entitled  “  Mineral  Wealth,” 
has  given  him  a  wide-spread  reputation.  Profe.ssor 
AVhitney,  assisted  by  Professor  James  Hall,  of 
Albany,  is  also  employed  to  make  a  geological  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  upon  which  duty  ho  will 
enter  in  the  coarse  of  a  few  weeks. 

Amos  Lawrence,  the  well-known  mUUonalre  of 
Boston,  who  lately  deceased,  is  said  to  have  derived 
special  satisfaction  in  giving  alms  to  clergymen.  He 
sympathized  with  what  he  regarded  as  the  “  poorest 
paid  class,”  and  helped,  in  hundreds  of  instances,  un¬ 
known  poor  ministers,  with  small  salaries.  He  had 
inscribed  on  his  pocket  book,  “  He  is  not  rich  who 
lays  up  much,  but  who  lays  omt  much  I  Probably 
no  man  ever  lived  in  New-England,  who  gave  more 
liberally  to  clergymen,  including  preachers  of  all 
denominations. 

The  late  James  Brown,  of  Boston,  left  by  his  will 
the  sum  of  $8,000,  for  the  purchase  of  books  on 
Natural  History  for  the  Library  of  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege.  Dgring  his  life,  he  made  several  valuable  and 
judicious  doiiations  to  our  public  libraries. 

George  W.  Curtis,  of  this  city,  the  author  of  the 
Potiphar  Papers,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  course  of  sbe  lectures  on  the  "  Mo<lcm  Nov¬ 
elists,”  to  be  delivered  at  tho  Lowell  Institute,  in 
Boston. 

Tho  Quebec  CkrontcU  states  that  it  is  in  contem¬ 
plation  by  New-York  and  Boston  capitalists  to  apply 
for  a  banking  charter  in  Canada,  under  the  title  of 
the  International  Bank,  with  a  view  of  giving  bank¬ 
ing  facilities  to  the  enormous  trade  springing  up  on 
the  shores  of  Huron  and  Superior.  The  capital 
to  be  asked  for  will  be  £260,000  ($1,000,000)  with 
power  to  increase  to  £600,000,  and  all  the  provis¬ 
ions  laid  down  in  the  bill  for  the  Sherbrooke  Bank 
will  be  acceded  to.

Two  first 
class  steamships  are  to  bo  built  in  England  and 
two  in  this  country,  for  the  use  of  the  line.

Temperance. 

The  Utica  Telegraph,  an  anti-Maine  Law  paper, 
says  everywhere  thronghont  the  city  tho  liquor- 
dealers,  great  and  small, are  arranging  their  premises 
for  a  final  cessation  of  business  when  the  prohibit¬ 
ory  law  goes  Into  operation. 

The  Rochester  Union  says.  So  far  as  we  can  learn, 
all  the  retail  liquor  shops  of  the  city,  the  hotels  and 
recesses,  have  closed  bars,  and  notbing  in  the  shape 
of  wine,  liquor,  ale,  or  beer,  can  be  purchased  in 
quantities  less  than  five  gallons,  unless  it  bo  for 
Maine  Law  objects. 

In  Oswego,  N.Y.  the  liquor  traffick  has  been 
almost  entirely  suppressed. 

The  Ohio  Statesman  states  that  a  certain  Justice 
of  tho  Peace  in  that  vicinity  has  adopted  a  novel 
mode  of  putting  the  test  to  all  persons  brought  be¬ 
fore  him  under  the  charge  of  taking  too  much 
stimulus.  He  has  procured  a  long  narrow  plank, 
which  is  elevated  from  the  ground  by  means  of 
brick  at  each  end.  This  the  accused  is  required  to 
walk ;  if  he  succeeds  he  is  at  once  discharged,  but  if 
he  falls  off,  it  is  taken  as  prima  facte  evidence  against 
him,  and  he  is  sentenced  forthwith. 

The  editor  of  tho  Cayuga  Chief  writing  from 
Albany,  says :  “  I  am  ashamed  to  be  seen  in  the 
Executive  Chamber,  fearing  that  I  shall  bo  counted 
as  an  applicant  for  self  or  friends.  But  having  ‘  no 
friends  to  reward  or  enemies  to  punish,’  I  pass  into 
take  a  Maine  Law  Governor  by  the  hand.  There  is 
a  soul  in  that  palm.  Gov.  Clark  is  as  true  as  steel. 
He  wears  the  man  in  his  features.  He  is  a  good,  an 
honest  man.  He  is  a  man  for  tho  people  to  lovo. 
When  tiiose  who  revile  him  are  buried  in  infamy. 
Gov.  Clark  will  be  gr.atefully  remembered  by  the 
people  whoso  great  measure  he  has  been  so  true  to 
In  tho  hour  of  trial.” 

In  Connecticut,  the  Senate  have  rejected  a  bill 
appointing  a  committeo  ou  Temperance  to  take  into 
consideration  the  pre.sent  Prohibitory  Liquor  Law, 
and  report  if  any  amendments  are  necessary.  There 
will  probably  be  no  other  attempt  to  meddle  with 
the  law,  this  session. 

Price  of  Food. 

The  cost  of  living  continues  to  be  a  theme  of 
conversation  in  every  part  of  the  country,  and  every 
change  of  tho  weather  is  watched  with  intense  in¬ 
terest,  in  consequence  of  the  effect  upon  the  grow¬ 
ing  crops,  to  which  all  parties  look  with  uncommon 
olicitudo.  It  is  now  conceded  that  tho  demand  for 
meat  and  breadstnlfs  is  much  greater  than  the  sup¬ 
ply,  which  keeps  up  the  prices  till  the  natural  re¬ 
action  takes  place,  when,  if  the  recognized  rule  of 
philosophers  holds  true,  the  rates  cught  to  descend 
to  as  much  lower  a  point  than  the  average,  as  they 
are  now  above  it.  Among  either  suugestious  to  rem¬ 
edy  the  present  difficulty,  the  Buffalo  Cummerctal 
recommends  that  the  wealthier  classes  adopt  a  sys¬ 
tematic  course  of  economy  in  the  use  of  meat ; 
others  concede  that  if  prices  continne  to  ascend,  that 
some  other  kinds  of  food  must  bo  depended  npon. 

In  Boston  they  quote  beof  at  18  to  20  cents  a 
pound.  Potatoes  have  come  down  in  price,  and  are 
selling  at  retail  in  the  Boston  maikets  at  a  few 
cents  over  a  dollar  a  bushel.  They  have  been  as 
high  as  two  dollars. 

Accounts  from  Ohio  and  other  parts  of  tho  West 
indicate  that  unless  some  untoward  event  occurs, 
there  will  bo  a  much  larger  yield  of  grain  than 
usual.  AVe  continue  to  hear  cheering  accounts  of 
tho  crops.  In  New-York,  New  Jeisey,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  AVisconsin,  Iowa 
Missouri,  Tennessee,  wheat  promi.scs  a  very  large 
yield.  In  A'irgiaia  and  Kentucky  it  also  looks  well, 
but  in  some  few  sections  tho  fly  and  chinch  bugs 
have  appeared  in  the  fields.  From  North  Carolina 
tho  accounts  are  not  .so  favorable.  In  Cherokee, 
Georgia,  and  Florida,  the  com  looks  flue.  In  most 
of  those  States  a  large  hay  crop  will  also  bo  made. 
From  Loui.siana,  Mississippi,  Texas  and  Arkansas, 
the  accounts  are  very  unfavorable  in  regard  to  corn. 
Tho  long  drought  that  has  prevailed  had  almost 
parched  up  every  species  of  vegetation.

Tho  deceased  was  a  native  of  Blandford,  Mass.  He 
became  a  member  of  Union  College  in  1830,  and  gradu 
ated  with  tho  usual  honors  of  his  class  in  FSS.  In  1334 
ho  entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  where  here 
mained  the  osual  term  of  three  years.  He  was  licensed 
to  preach  by  Columbia  Presbytery,  and  ordained  to  the 
work  of  tho  gospel  ministry  by  the  same,  while  preach¬ 
ing  to  tho  Centerville  church  in  the  town  of  Acra,  Greene 
county,  N  'Y.  With  this  church  be  continued  to  labor 
for  about  thirteen  years,  enjoying  the  blessing  of  God, 
in  seeing  tho  church  gradually  prospering,  till  about 
1817,  when  the  field  so  long  cultivated  and  receiving  the 
good  seed  of  tho  Word  of  God,  began  to  whiten  for  t 
glorious  harvest,  and  the  ingathering  verified  the  declar 
alien  of  the  Psalmist :  “  He  that  goeth  forth  and  weep 

eth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  doubtless  come  again 
with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.”  As  the 
fruit  of  this  harvest  of  souls,  about  seventy  were  added 
to  the  church. 

In  1350,  in  obedience  to  what  he  considered  the  lead 
ings  of  God’s  providence,  he  was  indneed  to  sever  the 
strong  ties  that  bound  him  to  that  people,  and  enter  upon 
a  field  of  labor  in  Western  New-York.  To  this  change 
be  was,  no  doubt,  induced  from  a  fear  that  often  obtains 
in  the  mind  of  Christ’s  ambassadors,  that  they  are  not 
doing  as  much  goed  as  they  might  in  some  other  local¬ 
ity  ;  aad  from  the  lack  of  expressions  of  that  sympathy 
and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  church  and  people  which 
they  need  to  sustain  them  under  trials  and  discourage¬ 
ments,  that  often  leads  them  from  too  slight  causes  to 
desire  a  change. 

Soon  after  his  removal  to  his  late  field  of  labor,  his 
health  began  to  decline.  Yet  be  continued  to  perform 
the  accostomed  duties  of  a  pastor  over  the  people  of  his 
charge,  except  at  uitervals  when  disease  would  lay  him 
aside  for  a  few  weeks.  He  became  a  great  sufferer,  and 
was  called  to  pass  throngh  trials  calculated  to  test  both 
his  natural  fortitude  and  Christian  frith  Bat  the  latter 
triumphed,  and  through  all  bis  sufferings  the  great  anx 
iety  of  his  heart  was  for  the  honor  of  his  Savior,  the 
welfare  of  his  chnrrh,  and  the  salvation  of  sonls.  He 
patiently  and  meekly  resigned  h'lS  will  to  that  of  bis 
Master,  when,  like  him.  he  was  called  to  serve  bis  God 
and  Father  through  suffering. 

But  his  labors  on  earth  are  over,  and  he  has  gone 
reap  the  rich  sheaves  of  joy  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
blessed.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  four  children  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  most  affectionate  and  devoted  husband  and 
father.  His  separation  from  the  flock  over  which  the 
Holy  Ghoet  had  made  him  overseer,  is  most  deeply  la¬ 
mented  by  a  people  whose  affections  he  had  justly  won. 
His  brethren  in  toe  Presbytery,  to  which  he  belonged,  ai 
well  as  those  of  the  Puritan  Association,  or  other  de¬ 
nominations  with  whom  he  was  acquainted,  feel  they 
have  fostained  a  great  less,  while  yet  they  tr^  his  gain 
is  greater.
